Investm ents generally. 
This has 
alw ays been received on its face 
as a fair difference betw een the 
so-called earned and unearned In­ 
com es. 
But the 
correspondence 
of mem bers of congress 'and the 
treasury departm ent is full of pro­ 
tests from w idows 
and 
orphans 
who are th e beneficiaries of life 
insurance or other legacies and 
w ho feel that they ought not to be 
the subject of discrim ination. 
Special (tones Involved. 
A widow with a $5,000 Income, 
w hich m ight be the am ount re­ 
ceived annually from a $100,000 
estate, would pay more taxes than 
som e one else 
w ho 
received 
a 
96,000 salary. 
The widow m ight 
be in ill-health or m ight have a 
fam ily to support. T his would In­ 
volve a consideration of each case 
on Its m erits and the federal gov­ 
ernm ent has never perm itted the 
subjects of incom e or taxes to be 
« 
m ade a m atter of leniency in par- 
' A d u l a r circum stances. 
The rules 
. jML' ave bed* applied generally and 
2® y the laws contain hardly any ex- 
ceptions that relate 
to 
personal 
com forts or hardships. 
The argu­ 
m ent has also been m ade th at'the 
federal governm ent and the states 
exact a tax as an inheritance fee 
and that the individual who has 
spent 
a 
lifetim e 
accum ulating 
$100,000 and then lea v es it to his 
fam ily is entitled to as much con­ 
sideration as the person 
who is 
earning it for him self. Then there 
is the problem of the m arried man 
as against the 
unm arried 
man 
and other difficulties, too, of dis­ 
covering what w ould be fair for 
all concerned. 
Suggest 910,000 Standard. 
During discussion 
in 
recent 
years, in the congressional 
com ­ 
m ittees, the suggestion has been 
advanced that all incom es be on 
an equality up to $10,000 a year 
an<^ that everything beyond that 
be placed on an earned as oppos­ 
ed to an unearned basis. 
This 
has its difficulties of adm inistra­ 
tion too for in many corporation J 
the payment of a salary to indi­ 
viduals is possible instead of com ­ 
pensation In the 
form of 
divi­ 
dends. 
A nother point that has come 
up on the side of the earned in­ 
com e is the m atter of household 
expenses. 
There is deduction per­ 
m itted for that purpose. 
Yet by 
engaging in business certain de­ 
ductions are possible which tend 
lower the cost of living to the 
Individual so engaged. 
In Texas 
a man and w ife entered into a 
contract to hold 
their 
property 
together. 
They made separate re­ 
turns, each claim ed the present 
credit on earned incom es but the 
bureau of internal revenue didn't 
allow it. 
The case w ent 
to the

dered the husband and w ife to be 
treated on the sam e basis. 
P erplexities M ultiply. 
Perplexities 
of adm inistration 
h ave m ultiplied even 
under the 
lim ited credit now

favoring the earned incom e re­ 
cip ien t has been w idely urged but 
w h en it com es to applying it with 
rn. workable plan there are snags. 
JAnd until the president and the 
secretary of the treasury have a 
plan of adm inistration that would 
he acceptable to congress, there is 
little likelihood of a change. In 
fact it is much more likely than^a 
general reduction on the surtax 
rates on all incom es up to $100,- 
000 is more likely to be put into 
effect before the tanglesom e earn­ 
ed incom e question is solved.

HOOVER HEARS 
LABOR’SNEEDS 


Use of American Plan in 
Fixing Duty on For­ 
eign Goods Asked 


W ashington, 
April 
8—(ZP) —The 
tariff needs of the working man as 
interpreted by the American Fed­ 
eration of I^ahor were la*d before 
President Hoover 
today in 
the 
form of a specific program spon­ 
sored by th a t organization. 
Led by M atthew Woll, vice presi­ 
dent of the federation, a delega­ 
tion called upon the chief execu­ 
tive and outlined its views in de­ 
tail, recom m ending the seating of 
a representative of organized labor 
on the tariff commission, changes 
in th e laws to give labor a hearing 
in valuation cases and considera­ 
tion of the cost of foreign labor in 
determ ination of dut'es on imports. 
Earlier in the day former Gov­ 
ernor Ralph O. Brewster, of Maine, 
called at the White House to dis­ 
cuss another subject close to the 
working man, ‘that of 
unemploy­ 
ment. 
He urged particularly that 
the task of keeping unem ployment 
statistics be delegated to the indi 
vidual states. 
He considered the 
states better equipped for g ather­ 
ing such data than the federal gov­ 
ernm ent. 
A fter talking with the president 
Mr. Woil said the delegation had 
been received with sym pathy and 
understanding 
Mr. Hoover, he de­ 
clared, 
although 
not 
committing 
himself to any of the recom m enda­ 
tions made, seemed deeply inter­ 
ested and revealed a m inute knowl­ 
edge of the problems presented. 
' New Ltvy Plan. 
The group urged adoption of the 
American valuation p’an in deter­ 
mining the am ount of duty to be 
levied a g a ’nst foreign-made com­ 
modities, telling the president it 
met the requirem ents of labor much 


New Delhi, India, April 8—(PP)— 
The campaign of the Indian gov­ 
ernm ent against com m unist agita­ 
tion had an ominous sequel in the 
leg slative assembly today, where 
s e teral m em bers were injured and 
the others panic stricken by the 
explosion of two 
bombs 
thrown 
from a gallery. 
Sir Bom anjee Delalal was struck 
by a fragm ent of the bomb, which 
made a wound two inches long and 
half an inch wide. 
He was the 
only one gravely injured, although 
other prom inent persons, including 
Sir George Schuster, financial m em ­ 
ber of the executive council of the 
viceroy, w ere injured. 
The motive of the bombing was 
Unclosed by a pam phlet signet! by 
Balrain, honorary chief, Hindustan 
Socialist Republican arm y.” 
This 
sa id : 
“It takes a loud voice to m ake 
the deaf here. 
With these immor- C anadians were not 
tai words uttered on a sim ilar occa­ 
sion by a valiant French anarchist 
martyr, do we strongly justify this 
act of ours.” 
Bombers Surrender. 
After charging that labor leaders 
were being indiscrim inately a rre st­ 
ed and that the people were quar­ 
reling over the 
distribution 
of 
“crum bs of reform ” from the Simon 
commission, th e pam phlet said: 
“ In these extrem ely provocative 
circum stances, the H industan So­ 
cialist Republican association, in 
all •erioasnes* and 
realizing its 
full responsibility, 
decided 
upon 
and ordered its array to execute 
this particular action, so that a 
stop may be put to this hum iliating 
farce and th a t alien bureaucratic 
exploiters may be brought before 
the public eye in their naked form.” 
T he two men who 
threw 
the 
bombs made no attem pt to escape 
but surrendered them selves to the 
police, who charged them with a t­ 
tem pted murder. 
The outrage cam e at the m oment 
of a serious dispute between the 
governm ent aud President Patel of 
th e assembly, who is an Indian 
homeruler. 
T he 
assem bly 
was 
about to debate the governm ent 
public safety hill, which would au ­ 
thorize deportation of non-Indians 
convicted of com m unist agitation. 
8im on in Gallery. 
President V. O. Patel had insist­ 
ed on postponem ent of debate on 
this subject until after the Meirut 
trial of com m unists recently charg­ 
ed with waging w ar against the 
king. 
He argued th at debate now 
would 
prejudice 
the trial. 
The 
governm ent insisted on im m ediate 
debate and the pres'dent was about 
to give hill final ruling^ when the 
first bombs exploded. 
Sir John Simon, head of the com­ 
mission which has been studying 
the Indian political situation to de­ 
term ine w hat m easure of self-gov­ 
ernm ent safely can be granted, was 
in the president’s gallery at the 
time, but it was said his presence 
was merely fortuitous. 
The assembly, by a vote of 56 
to 38. had adopted the trades dis­ 
putes bill, which seeks to prevent 
political strikes, dealing the nation­ 
alist opposition a severe defeat.

Supreme Court 
Makes R uling 
of Importance 


W ashington. April 8—(ZP) — Aliens 
subject to the quota restrictions of 
th© immigration laws w ere held to­ 
day by the 
suprem e 
court in a 
unanim ous decision to be prohibit­ 
ed from freely entering this coun­ 
try to work. 
The question, 
regarded 
as of 
g rea t importance by tho govern­ 
m ent and by American labor or­ 
ganizations, involved a 
construc­ 
tion of an article of th© Jay treaty 
with Great Britain, and of the pro­ 
vision of the immigration ac t pro­ 
viding that aliens might e n ter the 
United 
States without regard to 
quota restrictions if they cam e in 
“tem porarily for busines or pleas­ 
ure.” 
Mary Cook, a 
British 
subject 
bom in Scotland, and Antonio Dane- 
lon, a native of italy, both residing 
at N iagara Falls, Ontario, placed 
the question before the court in 
contending t Hat they had the right 
to cross the C anad’an border to 
work upon the presentation of an 
identification card, and could not 
be required to comply with 
the 
quota provisions. 
Native Canadians May Enter. 
The federal district court 
s u s 
tained the g o vem m eut in its con 
tention th a t while native born Ca­ 
nadians were entitled 
freely 
to 
cross the border without regard to 
the quota restrictions, naturalized 
The circuit 
court of appeals, however, took the 
view that the aliens coming here 
daily to labor for hire were visiting 
the country on business and were 
not im m igrants. 
This construction, 
accepted by 
courts along the seaboard, th rea t­ 
ened. according to the government, 
the breaking down of the quota re­ 
strictions. many aliens being ad­ 
mitted on the declaration th at they 
were entering tem porarily for busi­ 
ness. 
Justice Sutherland, in delivering 
the opinicy*. exhaustively reviewed 
the Jay treaty and reached the con­ 
clusion that the war of 1812 had 
set aside Article 3 and th a t under 
these circum stances congress was 
free to place restrictions upon Ca­ 
nadians. 
“The various acts of congress 
since 1916 
evince a 
progressive 
policy of restricting im m igration,” 
the opinion stated. 
“The history 
of this legislation points clearly to 
the conclusion th a t one 
of 
its 
great purposes was 
to 
protect 
American labor against the influx 
of foreign labor.” 
Protect American Labor. 
Reviewing 
congressional 
action 
on the subject, Justice Sutherland 
asserted that protection of Ameri­ 
can labor was out of the control­ 
ling reasons for further restriction 
of Immigration. 
Aliens coining to our shores to 
work cannot be construed as com­ 
ing on business, the court declared. 
In view of the definite policy of 
congress to p rotect American labor 
it cannot be supposed, the opinion 
said. that it was intended “by a d ­ 
m itting aliens temporarily for busi­ 
ness to permit their coming 
to 
labor for hire in competition with 
American workmen, whose protec­ 
tion it was one of the main put 
poses of the legts'ation to secure.” 
The word “ business” as there 
used, th e decision continued, must 
be limited in application to in ter­ 
course of a commercial character, 
and “ we hold thut the departm ent 
regulations, to tile effect that te m ­ 
porary visits for the puprpose of 
performing labor for hire are not 
withiu the purview” of Hie section

It was in that year 
of 1881 that the

Yale retained it through th eNsec- 
ond half.

which brought about the marking 
of the field and the adoption of

In the event the tie persisted, the 
manner in which the scoring had 
been done counted. 
A goal from 
the field was worth more than a

Players of both Princeton and 
Michigan in that game were bar­ 
red from tackling below*the belt.

Artificial Brooder Better 
Than Old Hen, Says 
* 
Expert 


'Thp Care of the Baby Chick” 
"was the aubject of talks given by 
J*. R. Arnold, lipper peninsula poul­ 
try specialist, at 
m eetings with 
farm ers at Danforth and Perkins 
yesterday. 
Mr. Arnold and 
County 
Agent 
Joseph E. T urner will conduct sim i­ 
lar meetings at Stonington a t 2 
o ’coick this afternoon and a t Hock 
a t 8 o’clock 
this evening. 
T h e 
general public is cordially invited 
to attend. 
"At this season of the year, the 
poultryman Is more interested in 
the m atter of chicks than anything 
else pertaining to th e poultry busi­ 
ness.” Mr. Arnold 
said, 
“He is 
looking ahead to next year's profits, 
and such naturally depends upon 
the outcome of his breeding opera­ 
tions this spring. 
“It is only the flock of strong 
healthy pullets th a t will make a 
profit for its owner, therefore the 
results of the poultrym an’s efforts 
during th e next few m onths will 
determ ine w hether h e will be suc­ 
cessful in getting high production 
next season. Brooding, feeding and 
m anagem ent or chicks is really of 
moire Im portance th a n the care of 
the flock later on. 
* 
“Strong, husky pullets will lay 
eggs even though som ew hat n eg ­ 
lected. but th e thin, poorly grown 
and diseased pullet never can come 
through with a profit. 
“Successful poultrymen no long­ 
e r expect to brood chicks under 
th e old hen. 
Such Is an antiquated 
method. 
It m ight seem that the 
old hen could do a better Job of 
raising chicks than man, but such 
is not the case. 
T h ere are many 
disadvantages In such a system of 
brooding. 
T he chicks are kept in 
small groups, more ca re is required 
Hnd the chicks are of different ages 
and sixes. 
T he stro n g er chicks 
can take advantage of the smaller 
ones, getting th e g re a te r share of 
the feed.

PASTOR TALKS 
ON MARQUETTE 


Story of Missionary Told 
at Rotary by Father 
Maier 


One of the most genuinely In­ 
teresting talks given at Rotary In 
some time was the story of F a th ­ 
er Marquette, 
Jesuit Missionary, 
whose missionary and exploration 
w’ork is 
so closely 
Interwoven 
w’ith the history of upper Michi­ 
gan, given by Rev. Father Sebas­ 
tian Maier, pastor of All Saints’ 
church. Monday 
noon following 
the regular Rotary club luncheon. 
The talk, representing consid­ 
erable study and research work, 
was followed with close attention 
by every member of the club, and 
it was received with hearty ap­ 
ple use. 
Rev. Father Maier opened his 
talk with the early life of Jacques 
Marquette, telling of his birth in 
1636 in Laon, a 
town in north 
central France, of an ancient fam­ 
ily distinguished for its civic and 
military services. 
At the age of seventeen he en­ 
tered' the 
Society of 
Jesus and 
after twelve years 
of study and 
teaching in the Jesuit colleges In 
France he was sent by his super­ 
iors in 1666 to work among the 
indian missions 
in Canada. 
Ar­ 
riving in Quebec he was assigned 
to Three Rivers on the St. l a w ­ 
rence w'here he assisted Druilettes 
and as 
preliminary to 
further 
work, „ devoted 
himself to 
the 
study of the Huron language, his 
talent as 
a linguist 
being such 
that he readily learned four In­ 
dian dialects. 
Tracing his activities up to Ti is 
settlement with 
the Hurons 
in 
their ancient abode on the north-! 
west shore of the Straits of Mack­ 
inac where a 
rude chapel 
was 
built and the work of instructing 
the Indians continued. 
Explorat ions 
Marquette, however, the pastor

Lansing, April 
8— T he 
state 
gam e farm a t Mason has just re­ 
ceived a shipm ent of 250 "gray" 
m allards. 
These are to be band­ 
ed and planted in v arious parts 
of the state by conservation of­ 
ficers. 
Two groups of 25 pairs each 
are to be liberated in th e Taque-

m arshes 
in 
Chippewa 
County, and on th e 
Betsy river 
m arshes in Benzie county.

sm aller plantings of four or five 
pairs will be released in different 
localities of th e low er and upper 
peninsulas. 
The birds will have th e ir inner

grass 
blazes 
have gone out of control and dam ­ 


aged buildings in the vicinity. 
If the spread of a bonfire cannot 
be checked and there is need of 
assistance, Chief Johnson requests 
th a t when tile telephone call is 
sent to the departm ent the caller 
state that the trouble is a grass 
fire. 
It is not necessary to send the 
entire fire fighting equipm ent out 
for this sort of a blaze, the chief 
points out, since the firemen have 
been able to put out grass fires 
with a few brooms.

instances 
these grass fires are started by 
small boys who allo'w them to grow 
in size, and it is a fact th at they 
are dangerous if close to buildings, 
but the full equipment is never 
necessary unless these structures 
are actually threatened.
